The Legislature Thursday 


gave strong 31-8 first round 
floor approval to legislation

Approval came after nearly 


nine hours of debate and im- 
mediately followed 11-33 de- 
feat of a kill motion offered 
by Sen. Cecil Craft of North 
Platte.

OPPPD Unchanged 


Omaha Public Power Dis- 


trict would continue to serve 


as wholesaler in its integrat- 
ed service area. 


Operations of Central Ne- 


braska Public Power and Ir- 
rigation District would also 
be unaffected by the bill. 


The new grid — governed 


first by an 11-member ap- 
pointed board of directors, 
then later by a nine-member 
elected board—would be es- 
tablished on July 1,1986.

The Justice Department in- 


formed Bauer that the state 
property tax could be levied 
until the operative date of the 
proposed income tax, and 
state property taxes could be 
collected after that date. 


The income tax is slated to 


take effect on Jan. 1,1967. 


The Duis Amendment to the 


state 
constitution 
provides 


that the state must repeal the 
general state property tax if 
it should enter the sales or 
income tax field. 


The department reply to 


Bauer's question, written by 
Assistant Atty. Gen., Homer 
Hamilton and approved by 
Atty. Gen. Clarence A. H. 
Meyer, stated that the State 
Board of Equalization would 
levy a property tax to "pro- 
vide funds for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1966, and 
ending June 30, 1967, and 


w o u l d provide 
additional 


funds for the transition period, 
since some of the taxes lev- 
ied in 1966 would not even be 
due until September, 1967." 


The department opinion con- 


tinued: 


"The fact that the state 


would be collecting property 
taxes after the income tax 
becomes operative is of no 
consequence, inasmuch as the 
levy of such taxes would have 
been made at a time when the 
state board could legally do 
so. 


"The actual collection of 


these taxes is only an adminis- 
terial act on the part of the 
taxing officials." 


Sen. Bauer said the opinion 


"should alleviate the fear ex- 
pressed by some that the Duis 
Amendment 
would require 


that the property tax be re- 
pealed as soon as the income 
tax got on the books, thus 
leaving a gap of about two 
years when no taxes would be 
levied." 


The J u s t i c e Department 


opinion said: 


"On Sept. 1, 1966, the state 


board would be required to de- 
termine the income tax rate 
for the calendar year 1967, 
with withholding taxes on sal- 
aries commencing Jan. 1,1967. 


"This would provide addi- 


tional funds not provided for 
by a property tax after July 
1, 1967. Whether there would 
be a period of a few months 
when the state might not be 
receiving sufficient funds to 
meet commitments cannot be 
determined and is not a legal 
problem.

"The determination of this 


problem depends on several 
factors. We consider these to 
be: amount of 1966-67 appro- 
priations (July 1, 1966 to June 
30, 1967), amount of withhold- 
ing taxes collected in 1967, 
amount of surplus, if any,

tion presents "a definite pos- 
sibility of l o w e r electric 
rates." 


A return to private power 


would increase rates by as 
much as $30 million, Matzke 
said, in exchange for $10 mil- 
lion in tax revenue. 


Backed By Rurals

Denver (#) — Residents of 


Denver along the S o u t h 
Platte River, using dynamite 
in some cases, dug Thursday 
into mud and debris left by 
mountain-born floods. 


Many were homeless, most 


of them low-income families 
living in the river bottoms. 


Three persons perished in 


the raging waters hurtling out 
of the R o c k y Mountains 
Wednesday and weary search- 
ers said it seemed a miracle 
more weren't killed. A fourth 


person died in the crash of a 
single-engine plane in a storm 
east of Denver. 


Appalling Hammering 


This metropolitan area of 


more than a million residents 
took an appalling hammering 
along the river from one of 
the worst disasters in city 
history. However, e a r l i e r 
floods have taken more lives. 


Mrs. Susan Phipps, at 16 the 


mother of an 11-month-old 
son, said, "I heard the water 
was getting high and I left."

AEC Willing To Name University 
Depository Library Of A-Material

The Atomic Energy Com- 


mission (AEC) is willing to 
designate the University of 
Nebraska as an AEC deposi- 
tory library, according to a 
letter sent to Chancellor Clif- 
ford Hardin by Nebraska Sen. 
Carl T. Curtis. 


Chairman Glenn Seaborg, in 


designating the University, 
referred to its "growing nu- 
clear education and research 
programs." 


Director of libraries at the 


University, Frank A. Lundy, 
said that the library corre- 
sponded with the commission 
about becoming a depository 
in 1963. 


The library woukJ consist of 


about 15,000 initial printed re- 
ports and 60,000 micro-cards. 
A micro card is 3 by 5 inches 


A letter from the AEC at 


that time stated that the Uni- 
versity would be expected to 
provide "adequate housing for 
the collection and staff to file 
the original shipment and 
keep the filing of supplement- 
al shipments up to date." 


Lundy said that housing the 


initial library would require 
space normally used to hold 
3,600 ordinary books, and a 
60-drawer file card cabinet for 
micro-cards. The space re- 
quired would increase at ap- 
proximately ten percent year- 
ly. 


Lundy said that the AEC 


requires that the library be 
made available to faculty, 
students 
and 
the 
public,

would be the library's respon- 
sibility to provide staff assist- 
ance in the use of the library

meant merely the inconveni- 
ence of loss of electricity 
through power failures or spe- 
cial alertness in driving be- 
cause scores of signal lights 
were out of operation Thurs- 
day morning.

The two victims of the 


flood were a 69-year-old man, 
drowned when he returned to 
;he water-filled dwelling he 
had left earlier, and a 22-year- 
old Pueblo newspaperman, J. 


Osnwitz. He died when his 


sports car dived into swollen 
Plum Creek near Larkspur, 
42 miles south of Denver. 


Officials „_.... a truck driver 


also may have perished in the 
stream. The body of his truck 
was found Thursday, but the 
cab had vanished. 


An estimated 500 automo- 


biles were trapped on Inter- 
state 25 between Castle Rock 
and Larkspur. Three Army 
helicopters kept busy ferrying 
some of the motorists to Color- 
ado Springs or Denver. 


Railroad Tangle 


Waters of the river spread 


through the Denver r a i l 
yards and threw operations 
into a tangle. The Denver &

line south of Denver was 
closed by washouts. The San- 
ta Fe's main line was re- 
ported blocked by floods at 
Holly, near the Kansas bor- 
der.

true but even if it is I believe 
it will be better to have tried 
and failed."

liams agreed to serve with 
Wilson on the mission. Cey- 
lon Sen. A. F. Wiejemanne, 
Ceylon's minister of justice 
who is representing his prime 
minister, Dudley Senanaya- 
ke, at the conference, under- 
took immediately to c h e c k 
whether his chief also w i 1J 
agree to serve. 


Hard To Refuse 


Wilson's reasoning, appar- 


ently accepted by his col- 
leagues, was that both North 
Viet Nam and Red China will 
find it difficult to refuse to re- 
ister Sir Alec Douglas-Home ceive a mission representing 
and left-wing critics of Wil-|tne 2l-nation Commonwealth, 
son's support for American

Wilson told the House he 


hoped the mission would be 
received in Hanoi, Saigon, 
Moscow, Peking and Wash- 
ington.

Boundaries

The full weight of the federal court de- 


cision hi Nebraska's apportionment situation 
has begun to fall upon the Unicameral's 
Committee on Committees It is this com- 
mittee of state senators whose responsibili- 
ty it is to recommend to their colleagues 
an apportionment plan in keeping with the 
"one man, one vote" requirements of the 
federal courts. 


At first glance, it might seem like an 


easy task to meet that requirement. Any in- 


telligent i n d i v i d u - 
al ought to be able to 
divide the state into 49 
or 50 areas, each con- 
taining the same num- 


ber of people. This could easily be done ex- 
cept for two things — requirements of the 
state constitution that make it impossible 
and the maintaining of common interests 
among the people of the various districts 
that are to be carved out of the state. The 
state constitution says you can't cross coun- 
ty lines in establishing districts and that 
immediately presents problems that are 
obvious. 


Thus, the Legislature faces several pos- 


sibilities. It could reduce the size of the 
Unicameral to about 37 members from the 
present 49 and come np with a population 
count in each district that would probably 
satisfy the one man, one vote doctrine. 


This the senators do not seem inclined 


to do since it would jeopardize the seats now 
held by many members of the Legislature. 
Also, such a change would alter the charac- 
ter and the organizational structure of the 
Legislature and that provides an uncertainty 
with which senators are not entirely happy. 


Secondly, the Legislature could appeal 


the decision of the three-man federal court 
panel which ruled the state's latest appor- 
tionment scheme unconstitutional. At the 
moment, this seems like the direction in 
which senators are leaning but it might 
well be the worst choice of all. One senator 
has said that such an approach offers every- 
thing to gain and nothing to lose. That is 
not quite the fact. Time is one thing that 
can be lost and that it is an important fac- 
tor or ingredient. Senators will be elected 
in 1966 for the 1967 session of the Legisla- 
ture and that doesn't allow much time to 
have ready an apportionment plan of un- 
questioned legality. 


Now, any direction the senators go will 


involve some risk and uncertainty. But what 
are the greatest likelihoods? It is not at all 
likely that the higher federal courts would 
reverse the ruling of the three-man federal 
court panel. This decision was rendered in 
complete harmony with past decisions of the 
U.S. Supreme Court and the focal point

of those decisions is clear to all. Tbe> dear- 
ly nail down the idea that you must have 
representation based on population. That is, 
every senator must represent very close 
to the same number of people so that 
all people have equal representation. The 
.Nebraska plan that would be appealed sim- 
ply does not do that and to appeal it would 
seem to be nothing more than a delaying 
action. It would leave us early next year 
at the same point at which we are today and 
with elections coming fast upon us. At-large 
election of senators could be the result and 
that would be a very poor situation. 


* 
Reduction of the size of the Legisla- 


ture to 37 members from equal districts 
that respect county lines would be prefer- 
able to an appeal in the federal courts. 
While this was being done, the state could 
also vote on an amendment that would per- 
mit the crossing of county lines in establish- 
ing districts. If that carried, the Legislature 
in 1967 could draw up new districts and 
go back to its 49 members or whatever num- 
ber the constitution might at the time pro- 
vide for. 


That approach is probably the most 


certain of all and avoids the courts in fa- 
vor of the electorate. It is a course of action 
that demonstrates the least playing of poli- 
tics and the maximum reliance and faith in 
the law. It is not perfect but it is not a 
dodge nor a subterfuge. 


Crossing of county lines and then a test 


case in state courts on the violation of the 


state constitution have 
one major weakness. 
The state courts could 
rule that the Federal 
Constitution w a s su- 


preme, which it is, and that the state con- 
stitution, therefore, did not apply. But this 
ruling would be most likely to come only 
when and if the state and federal constitu- 
tions were in absolute conflict and such is 
not quite the case here. Supreme C o u r t 
interpretations of the Federal Constitution 
do not mean we cannot have an apportion- 
ment plan that is lawful under both the 
state and federal constitutions. 


These interpretations mean only that we 


cannot have the kind of plan we want, a 
49 or 50-member body. We can have a 37- 
member body that meets both federal and 
state requirements, so the total conflict be- 
tween federal and state does not exist and 
the question of federal supremacy is a moot 
question. Discarding politics and personal 
preferences and looking simply at what is 
right, the 37-member approach coupled with 
submission of constitutional amendments in 
1966 is the most honorable and promising 
course of action.

Pacifists Hard To Live With 


If the freedom of assembly and speech 


are ever given grudgingly, they are so 
given in the case of pacifists demonstra- 
tions such as the one that took place this 
week in the Pentagon. The group urged 
withdrawal of American forces from Viet 
Nam and the Dominican Republic, .refusal 
to work on the part of Defense Department 
personnel and refusal to serve in the armed 
forces of the country- 


One member of the group reportedly 


is returning to the government his honor- 
able discharge from the service after five 
years in the military during World War II. 
The action is presented as a denial of the 
current foreign policy of this country. 


One cannot help but wonder what it is 


that brings on this kind of action on the 


part of a citizen of this nation. There can 
be and are differences of opinion in regard 
to U.S. foreign policy but withdrawal now 
from Viet Nam and the Dominican Re- 
public would be catastrophic for the West- 
ern world. It would be a communist victory 
of staggering magnitude. 


And to denounce one's nation as a 


demonstration of a difference of opinion is 
a denial of the principles of democracy by 
which our people live. The pursuit of peace 
at any price is a form of surrender that is 
sickening to the average individual. Those 
who turn on their nation as a form of pro- 
test are hardly worthy of the citizenship 
that is their birthright. Perhaps it is best 
just to pity them for the darkness in which 
they live. 


The ETV Budget 


The Nebraska Educational Television 


Commission has adopted a 1965-67 budget 
of $3,655,732—a sum which would keep 
the development of a statewide education 
television network on schedule. 


This was based on an early estimate 


of $2.6 million from the state cigaret tax 
and $1 million in federal aid from the De- 
partment of Health, Education and Welfare. 


The budget may be unrealistic for at 


the rate the cigaret tax is coming in, the 
two year total may be as low as $1.76 mil- 
lion. Instead of averaging $66 thousand a 
month it is presently bringing in closer 
to $52 thousand. 


The $3,655,732 budget will not result 


in a critical condition if tax funds do not 
improve. The commission expects to spend 
only from actual funds received. If tax 


income does not live up to hopes, the full 
development of the service will be de- 
layed beyond target date. 


The establishment of Educational Tele- 


vision is one of Nebraska's most far seeing 
achievements and will be of untold bene- 
fit to Nebraska people. It will bring new 
knowledge to adults and school children 
alike. From this point of view it would be 
unfortunate to fall behind development 
schedule. But it is still more important 
that Nebraska has made a firm decision 
and that the ETV program is steadily 
forging forward. It is more important that 
we are doing it than to have it completed 
by a preset day. The reaiity of it is more 
important than the plan. 


The commission is to be congratulated 


on its past good work and is not out of line 
in anticipating its maximum budget. 


Latin American Walkout 


There are warnings that the Organiza- 


tion of American States will soon go out 
of business. The Dominican Republic crisis 
was the straw that broke the camel's back. 


The trouble is obvious. The United 


States is the principal member simply be- 
cause it is big and powerful. The smaller 
and weaker Latin American countries feel 
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that the OAS, therefore, is simply an ar- 
rangement through which they must do the 
bidding of the U.S.A. They feel they have 
no sovereignty in it. 


We must admit there is some truth in 


that, but it is by no means the whole truth. 
One truth is that any arrangement where- 
by the weaker nations are to be protected 
must invade a sovereignty which the weak- 
er nations themselves cannot exercise. Elim- 
inating the OAS cannot change that, and if 
the academic sovereignty is not protected 
the weaker states have no guarantee at all 
against other strong forces. There is no 
easy solution for such a problem. 


The United States, which has become 


one of the world's most powerful nations, 
must face the inevitable fact that the big- 
ger and more powerful one gets the more 
opponents he acquires, if the world gets 
into the fix that the greater force is the 
right force, which is today's situation. We 
are not losing friends because we have 
become an ugly people, but because we 
have become so powerful. This is a lesson 
we must learn. It must guide our state- 
craft. We cannot act as we did 100 years 
ago because we were much less formidable 
then. 


Our contribution to the survival of the 


OAS is much more restraint while the Lat- 
in American countries must weigh the alter- 
native to our protection, which is a very 
dark prospect.

WASHINGTON—A "classi- 
fied" report withheld from 
the public by the Federal 
Power Commission indicates 
there may be danger of more 
tragic pipeline explosions of 
the type that cremated 17 
people as they slept in their 
homes at Natchitoches, La., 
last March. 


Some of the experts even 


believe that the corroded 
metal in the older pipelines 
of the nation should be en- 
tirely replaced if the lives of 
people living alongside the 
lines are to be safe. 


This column has now ob- 


tained a copy of the report 
gathering dust in the files of 
the Federal Power Commis- 
sion and it reveals shocking 
facts. The inside story be- 
hind its suppression is equal- 
ly shocking. 


It shows that the tragedy 


occurred because Tennessee 
Gas Transmission was pump- 
ing gas through its line at a 
pressure too great for t h e 
pipe. Even more shocking, 
the report shows that 1Z 
hours after 17 people had 
been burned to death, Ten- 
nessee Gas resumed pump- 
ing gas at the same exces- 
sive rate of 765 psig (pounds 
per square inch gauge) de- 
spite the fact that only 750 
psig was recommended for 
the pipe.

Here is the story of what 


happened as first told by Dr. 
Charles E. Cook, coroner of 
Natchitoches parish, who got 
to the scene of the tragedy 17 
minutes after it happened: 


"I took some photographs

The es- 
caping gas exploded and it 
appeared as though a giant 
blowtorch had been set off 
. . . the houses and garage 
were totally demolished as 
were s e v e r a l cars and 
trucks; also some of the 
livestock were killed.

scene were instructed to la- 
bel their disaster packs as 
to the location the bodies 
were discovered to aid iden- 
tification. A total of two 
boxes of chalky bones and 
charred flesh were found 
scattered throughout three 
houses where the deaths oc- 
curred. We were able to lo- 
cate only 16 separate bodily 
remains; however there were 
bones found at the location 
which could correspond with 
the missing body, completing 
a total of 17 victims who per- 
ished in the fire." 


Sen. Allen Ellender, D-La., 


immediately called for a 
Federal Power Commission 
investigation, a report on 
which was first prepared by 
Ola! W. Nelson of the FPC 
pipeline division, who h a d 
gone to the scene of the trag- 
edy with William J. Dresch- 
er, chief of the division, El- 
lery K. Johnson, supervising 
engineer, and Louis A. Bru- 
baker, Jr., also a supervis-j 
ing engineer, all of the Bu- 
reau of Natural Gas. 


When Nelson's report was 


submitted to Frank F. Wat- 
ters, chief of the Bureau of 
Natural Gas, and his deputy, 
Louis W. Mendonsa, they 
cautiously rejected it. It was 
considered too tough.

The proponents for t h e 


proposed consolidation of the 
Alvo-Eagle, Bennet, Palmyra 
and Walton Districts a r e 
asking us to vote for this 
consolidation for two main 
reasons: 


(1) It will provide f o r 


greater school administration 
economies, and therefore it 
will be cheaper. 


(2) It will provide better 


teaching facilities and teach- 
ing staff, and therefore it 
will provide a better school 
for our children. 


The proponents of t h i s 


consoldiation are only pre- 
dicting what they hope will 
be attained. They have no 
proof that these ends will be 
accomplished. 


Would it be more economi- 


cal? Would it be cheaper? 
In the last 20 or more years, 
there has been a continuous 
merger and consolidation of 
school districts in the State 
of Nebraska. Has this meant 
a decrease or even a hold- 
the-line in school taxes? In 
my own case, our school 
taxes have increased nearly 
350% in the last 20 years. 


Would this proposed con- 


solidation provide a better 
school for our children? The 
issue is not whether we want 
a better school, because on 
this there can be no issue. 
The little one-room s c h o o l 
house has become almost a 
thing of the past because of 
the same reasoning—that it 
is uneconomical and children 
would get a better education 
in larger and more modern 
schools with better qualified 
teachers. Yet when we closed 
our country school, District 
27, and the children all went 
to town school, nearly o n e 
third of them were on the 
honor roll the next year and 
on the average scholastically 
were ahead of their c i t y 
cousins. 


Three years ago the Ben- 


net High School graduated a 
class of eight students—four 
boys and four girls. Six of 
the eight went on to ad- 
vanced schooling. T h r e e 
years later we find: One has 
a Regents scholarship and is 
an honor student in the Col- 
lege of Arts and Sciences, 
majoring in math and phys- 
ics. Another is one of 80- 
some who were accepted out 
of over 300 who took the pre- 
med examination. He plans 
to enter medical school this 
fall. Another is an honor stu- 
in 
home economics. An- 


other is successfully making 
his grades at Peru. Another 
graduated f r o m business 
school and worked until she 
married. I doubt if another 
school in Nebraska c o u l d 
surpass or even equal this 
class record. 


So far I have not seen any 


certified proof by the State 
Department of Education or 
any other source that col- 
leges have any more drop- 
outs, proportionately, by stu- 
dents from small s c h o o l s 
than from large schools, or 
that the average s c h o l a r 
from a small school has any 
harder time making grades 
than the average 
scholar 


from a large school. 


These examples do n o t 


prove that all good students 
come from small schools or 
that all small schools a r e 
good schools. They do seem 
to prove, though, that there 
are many factors which de- 
termine the quality of a n y 
school, many of which are 
within the reach of a small 
school. While it is true that 
a school may be too small 
to be economical or ade- 
quate, there is also evidence 
that a school can be too 
large.

Roadblock Of 
Boundaries 


The full weight of the federal court de­ 
cision in Nebrask a’s ap i>ort ion ment situation 
has begun to fall up on the Unicameral’s 
Committee on Committees. It is this con> 
mittee of state senators whose resp onsibili­ 
ty it is to recommend to their colleagues 
an ap p ortionment p lan in k eep ing with the 
‘‘one man, one vote” requirements of the 
federal courts. 
At first glance, it might seem lik e an 
easy task to meet that requirement. Any in­ 
telligent i n d i V i d u • 
al ought to be able to 
divide the state into 49 
or 50 areas, each con­ 
taining the same num­ 
ber of p eop le. This could easily be done ex­ 
cep t for two things — requirements of the 
state constitution that mak e it imp ossible 
and the maintaining of common interests 
among the p eop le of the various districts 
that are to be carved out of the state. The 
state constitution says you can’t cross coun­ 
ty lines in establishing districts and that 
immediately p resents p roblems that are 
obvious. 
Thui, the Legislature facei several p os­ 
sibilities. It could reduce the size of the 
Unicameral to about 37 members from the 
p resent 49 and come up with a p op ulation 
count In each district that would p robably 
satisfy the one man, one vote doctrine. 
This the senators do not seem inclined 
to do since it would jeop ardize the .seats now 
held by many members of the Legislature. 
Also, such a change would alter the charac­ 
ter and the organizational structure of the 
Legislature and that p rovides an uncertainty 
with which senators are not entirely hap p y. 


Secondly, the Legislature could ap p eal 
the decision of the three-man federal court 
p anel which ruled the state’s latest ap p or­ 
tionment scheme unconstitutional. At the 
moment, this seems lik e the direction in 
which senators are leaning but it might 
well be the worst choice of all. One senator 
has said that such an ap p roach offers every ­ 
thing to gain and nothing to lose. That is 
not quite the fact. Time is one thing that 
can be lost and that it is an imp ortant fac­ 
tor or ingredient. Senators will be elected 
in 1966 for the 1967 session of the Legisla­ 
ture and that doesn’t allow much time to 
have ready an ap p ortionment p lan of un­ 
questioned legality . 
Now, any direction the senators go will 
involve some risk and uncertainty . But what 
are the greatest lik elihoods? It is not at all 
lik ely that the higher federal courts would 
reverse the ruling of the three-man federal 
conrt p anel. This decision was rendered in 
comp lete harmony with p ast decisions of the 
U.S. Sup reme Court and the focal p oint 


Reduction of the size of the Legisla­ 
ture to 37 members from equal districts 
that resp ect county lines would be p refer­ 
able to an ap p eal in the federal courts. 
While this was being done, the state could 
also vote on an amendment that would p er­ 
mit the crossing of county lines in establish­ 
ing districts. If that carried, the Legislature 
in 1967 could draw up new districts and 
go back to its 49 members or whatever num­ 
ber the constitution might at the time p ro­ 
vide for. 
That ap p roach is p robably the most 
certain of all and avoids the courts in fa­ 
vor of the electorate. It is a course of action 
that demonstrates the least p laying of p oli­ 
tics and the maximum reliance and faith in 
the law. It is not p erfect but it is not a 
dodge nor a subterfuge. 
Crossing of county lines and then a test 
case in state courts on the violation of the 
state constitution have 
one major weak ness. 
The state courts could 
rule that the Federal 
Constitution w a s su­ 
p reme, which it is, and that the state con­ 
stitution, therefore, did not ap p ly. But this 
ruling would be most lik ely to come only 
when and if the state and federal constitu­ 
tions were in absolute conflict and such is 
not quite the case here. Sup reme 
C ou r t 
interp retations of the Federal Constitution 
do not mean we cannot have an ap p ortion­ 
ment p lan that is lawful under both the 
state and federal constitutions. 
These interp retations mean only that we 
cannot have the k ind of p lan we want, a 
49 or 50-member body. We can have a 37- 
member body that meets both federal and 
state requirements, so the total conflict be­ 
tween federal and state does not exist and 
the question of federal sup remacy is a moot 
question. Discarding p olitics and p ersonal 
p references and look ing simp ly at what is 
right, the 37-member ap p roach coup led with 
submission of constitutional amendments in 
1966 is the most honorable and p romising

course of action. 


Pacifists Hard To Live With 


If the freedom of assembly and sp eech 
are ever given grudgingly, they are so 
given in the case of p acifists demonstra­ 
tions such as the one that took p lace this 
week in the Pentagon, The group urged 
withdrawal of American forces from Viet 
Nam and the Dominican Rep ublic, refusal 
to work on the p art of Defense Dep artment 
p ersonnel and refusal to serve in the armed 
forces of the country. 
One member of the group rep ortedly 
is returning to the government his honor­ 
able discharge from the service after five 
y ears in the military during World War II. 
The action is p resented as a denial of the 
current foreign p olicy of this country. 
One cannot help but wonder w'hat it is 
that brings on this k ind of action on the 


p art of a citizen of this nation. There can 
be and are differences of op inion in regard 
to U.S. foreign p olicy but withdrawal now' 
from Viet Nam and the Dominican Re­ 
p ublic would be catastrop hic for the West­ 
ern world. It would be a communist victory 
of staggering magnitude. 
And to denounce one’s nation as a 
demonstration of a difference of op inion is 
a denial of the p rincip les of democracy by 
which our p eop le live. The p ursuit of p eace 
at any p rice is a form of suiTcnder that is 
sick ening to the average individual. Those 
who turn on their nation as a form of p ro­ 
test are hardly worthy of the citizenship 
that is their birthright. Perhap s it is best 
just to p ity them for the dark ness in which 
they live. 


The ETV Budget 


The Nebrask a Educational Television 
Commission has adop ted a 1965-67 budget 
of $3,655.732—a sum which would k eep 
the develop ment of a statewide education 
television network on schedule. 
This was based on an early estimate 
of $2.6 million from the state cigaret tax 
and $1 million in federal aid from the De­ 
p artment of Health, Education and Welfare. 
The budget may be unrealistic for at 
tiie rate the cigaret tax is coming in, the 
tv/o y ear total may be as low as $1.76 mil­ 
lion. Instead of averaging $66 thousand a 
month it is p resently bringing in closer 
to $52 thousand. 
The $3,655,732 budget will not result 
in a critical condition if tax funds do not 
imp rove. The commission exp ects to sp end 
only from actual funds received. If tax 


income does not live up to hop es, the full 
develop ment of the service will be de­ 
layed beyond target date. 
TTie establishment of Educational Tele­ 
vision is one of Nebrask a’s most far seeing 
achievements and will be of untold bene­ 
fit to Nebrask a p eop le. It will bring new 
k nowledge to adults and school children 
alik e. From this p oint of view it would be 
unfortunate to fall 
behind 
develop ment 
schedule. But it is still more imp ortant 
that Nebrask a ha's made a firm decision 
and that the E'TV p rogram is steadily 
forging forward. It is more imp ortant that 
we are doing it than to have it comp leted 
by a p reset day. The reality of it is more 
imp ortant than the p lan. 
The commission is to be congratulated 
on its p ast good work and is not out of line 
in anticip ating its maximum budget. 


Latin American Walkout 


There are warnings that the Organiza­ 
tion of American States will soon go out 
of business. The Dominican Rep ublic crisis 
was the straw that brok e the camel’s back . 
The trouble is obvious. 
The 
United 
States is the p rincip al member simp ly be­ 
cause it is big and p owerful. The smaller 
and weak er Latin American countries feel 
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that the OAS, therefore, is simp ly an ar­ 
rangement through which they must do the 
bidding of the U.S.A. They feel they have 
no sovereignty in it. 
We must admit there is some truth in 
that, but it is by no means the whole truth. 
One truth is that any arrangement where­ 
by the weak er nations are to be p rotected 
must invade a sovereignty which the weak ­ 
er nations themselves cannot exercise. Elim­ 
inating the OAS cannot change that, and if 
the academic sovereignty is not p rotected 
the weak er states have no guarantee at all 
against other strong forces. There is no 
easy solution for such a p roblem. 
The United States, which has become 
one of the world’s most p owerful nations, 
must face the inevitable fact that the big­ 
ger and more p owerful one gets the more 
op p onents he acquires, if the world gets 
into the fix that the greater force is the 
right force, which is today ’s situation. We 
are not losing friends because we have 
become an ugly p eop le, but because we 
have become so p owerful. This is a lesson 
we must learn. It must guide our state­ 
craft. We cannot act as we did 100 y ears 
ago because we were much less formidable 
then. 
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Our contribution to the survival of the 
OAS is much more restraint while tlie Lat­ 
in American countries must weigh the alter­ 
native to our p rotection, which is a very 
dark p rosp ect.

Brief Is Filed 
In 'Full Crew' 
Law Case 


Attorneys for Rock Island 


1 Railroad argued in a b r i e f 
'filed with the State Supreme 
'Court Thursday that Nebras- 
ka's "full crew" law does not 
apply to Diesel trains. 


They contended that since 


the 60-year-old law was enact- 
ed before Diesel engines had 


i been developed, the "full 
crew" requirement could not 
possibly apply to Diesel pow- 
ered trains where full crews 
are not needed. 


They thus asked Supreme 


Court judges to uphold the rul- 
ing of Jefferson County Dis- 
trict Court Judge Ernest A. 
Hubka's important ruling last 
January that the law does not 
apply to Diesel trains. 


The full crew law requires 


that each freight train carry 
a crew consisting of an engi- 
neer, fireman, conductor and 
two brakemen. 


Judge Hubka made his de- 


cision in a case involving the 
operation of a Rock I s l a n d 
freight train last year which 
was pulled by a Diesel engine 
and manned by a crew minus 
a fireman. 


Jefferson County Atty. Rob- 


ert F. Lammers filed charges 
against 0. R. Thurston, super- 
intendent of Rock Island's 
western division, and Lam- 
mers then appealed Judge 
Hubka's ruling to the Supreme 
Court. 


"Plaintiff's arguments that 


the 1909 full crew laws apply 
to Diesel powered trains are 
wholly without merit," the 
Rock Island brief said. "Fire- 
men are unnecessary to t h e 
safe operationof Diesel loco- 
motives in road freight serv- 
ice, and application of the full 
crew laws to railroads would 
involve unconstitutional d i s- 
crimination" since other forms 
of transportation are not simi- 
larly regulated.

Frustration At Its Peak 


The Bellerive Country Club course in St. Louis is 


being branded as the toughest ever for the U.S. Open, but 
it is unlikely that this year's site will prove as frustrating 
for the 150 golfers as Cherry Hills in Denver did for 
Ray Ainsley in 1938. 


Ainsley set the record for most strokes on one hole 


in the Open when he took 19 swings before getting the ball 
in the hole on the par-4 16th at Cherry Hills. 


Ainsley's feat erased the record held by Willie Chis- 


holm who used 18 on the 185-yard eighth hole in the 1919 
Open at Brae Burn Country Club in West Newton, Mass. 


long And Short Of It 


Try this one on your friends at the bar. Bellerive is 


the longest course ever to host the Open, but what is the 
shortest? 


In modern times, the answer is the St. Louis Country 


Club, site of the 1947 Open, which measured 6,532. The 
all-time short course measured only 4,423 when the 1896 
Open was played at Shinnecock Hills Golf Club in South* 
ampton, N.Y. 


While golfers today are talking about whether par will 


win at St. Louis' Bellerive Course, the course has to take 
a back seat to the Myopia Hunt Club in South Hamilton, 
Mass., for high scores. 


The Myopia course has yielded no score under 314 in 


four Opens. Fred Herd won there with 328 in 1898. Willie 
Anderson in 1901 with 331 and again in 1905 with 314, and 
Fred McLeod in 1908 with 322.

The youngest Open winner was Horace Rawlins, who

Fleck trailed the leader by nine strokes after the first

The Australian, at 44 years and six 


months, could become the oldest m a n 
ever to win the Open and the first for- 
eigner to do so since big, mustachioed 
Ted Ray did it in 1920. Ray was 43 years, 
four months at the time. 


The last amateur to take the title was 


Johnny Goodman, who won at Glenview. 
111., in 1933. 


Gary Player of South Africa, w h o 


has captured every major title except this 
one, 
became a stern foreign threat when 


he posted an almost flawless 70 and tied 
at that spot with string-bean Al Geiberger 
of Santee. Calif.; Rex Baxter of Amarillo. 
Tex., and little-known Lou Graham of 
Nashville, Tenn. 


It was a day of complete frustration 


for most of the 150-man select field, butting 
heads with Bellerive's exasperating 7,191 
yards, the big, rolling greens and gusty 
northeasterly winds. 


Four well-known players—f o r m e r 


PGA champion Jim Ferrier, Bert Weaver, 
Terry Dill and amateur Billy Joe Patton— 
withdrew. Ferrier finished with an 82 and 
then complained of a bad back. 


Weaver, with an 8 at the par 4 llth, 


also said he had a muscle pull in the side. 
Dill, 10 over par, quit at the 15th because 
of an upset stomach. Patton, the Walker 
Cupper, also had an alibi: "Just bad golf." 
he said. 


One pro, Dick Demane of Roslyn, N.Y., 


shot a 93 and said. "It was a nightmare, 
I'm going out and get loaded." Former 
Open champion Ed Furgol used 39 putts 
in shooting an 80. Mike Souchak shot 79 
and grumbled: "I'd have had a 90 if I 
hadn't been putting like a demon." 


Venturi, stricken with a circulatory 


ailment in his right hand a few months 
after his dramatic victory in Washington, 
had no feeling in his hand. 


"I couldn't even grip my club," he 


said, "but I had to give it a try." 


The tournament leader, Nagle, is a 


bull-shouldered old campaigner from Syd- 
ney who beat Palmer out of the centena- 
ry British Open Championship at St. An- 
drews in 1960. He won the Canadian Open 
last year, the Australian Open before that. 


From a distance, he can be mistaken 


for Snead, with his cocoanut straw hat, his 
rugged appearance and his smooth swing. 
But he's a popcorn hitter compared with 
the long-knocking slammer, and he admits 
it. 


"I manage to get my wages." t h e 


Aussie said, with a grin. "But the tourna- 
ment's going to get harder." He has won 
$14.000 officially on the tour this year. 


He needed no powerful punch to tame 


Bellerive Thursday'. He laced his ap- 
proaches so straight at the pin that he had 
putts of only three, eight and two feet 
for birdies at"the 13th, 14th and 16th. 


He missed from three feet at the 15th 


an easy puit that would have given him 
four birds in a row. 


He rolled in a 15-foot putt for a birdie 


at the ninth and canned a snake at the 
10th. 
"It was 45 feet at least and that's 


conservative." he said. It was nearer 50. 


Superiority with fairway woods was 


responsible largely for the excellent rounds 
posted by Beman and Rudolph. 


Beman hit 10 wood shots from t h e 


fairway in a steady round that produced 
only two bogeys. lie caught a bunker at 
the fifth and three-putted the 13th. But he 
birdied the third from I* feet, the 15th 
from 15 feet and the 606-yard 17th from 
two feet after a magnificent wedge shot. 


Rudolph finished birdie-birdie. He al- 


most canned a chip for an eagle on the 
17th, 
missing by six inches, and on the 


18th sent his approach to within 
six- 


feet and sank. 


Geiberger came to the 17th, needing 


only par on the final two holes to tie for 
the lead, then took a double bogey 7 at 
the 17th, where he drove into a clump of 
trees. 


"A spectator came up to me a n d 


said, 'You're tied with Nagle for the lead.'" 
Geiberger said later. "I told him, 'Yeah, 
but Nagle has finished.' He said, ' Y o u 
still got to play 17.' I didn't know what 
he meant until I got there." 


Nicklaus said after his poor round that 


he developed a hitch in his swing. 


"I found myself laying the club head 


off and closing the face in meeting the 
ball." he said. "I noticed it after the Mas- 
ters and have been trying to correct it. 


"It's not exactly a hook. The ball goes 


left and keeps going left." 


He said he missed his drives on the 


fourth, 12th, 15th, 17th and 18th holes. A 
bad drive into the trees gave him a double 
bogey at the 15th. He also double bogied 
the first, hitting his second over the green, 
chipping too strong and three-putting. 


"I'm not discouraged," Jack said. "I 


think I can shoot this course in 65 and 
66. It would put me back in the game."

In this spirit, William Mc- 


Chesney Martin, chairman of 
the Federal Reserve System, 
made his famous speech on 
May 31st urging cautious eco- 
nomic driving. His mention of 
1929, even though he speci- 
fied important points of dif- 
ference, accelerated selling at 
the market place. 


By June 10th, in the spirit 


of managing the economy, 
President Johnson thought it 
necessary to make reassuring 
statements about the n e a r- 
term prospects in the White 
House press headquarters. 


Johnson said "the economy 


is good" and there is no rea- 
son "for gloom or doom talk." 
He said: "We do not conclude 
that (stock) prices are on the 
high side in relation to pro- 
fits." The President further 
observed: "There is not any- 
thing on the horizon that we 
see at this time that gives 
any reason to expect anything 
except good hopes for the rest 
of this year." He further said: 
"There is no reason to shout 
from the housetops" that ac- 
tivity is going to climb sharp- 
ly during the second half of 
the year, but the outlook is 
for "good, steady progress." 


Deeper Issue 


It is not easy to quarrel 


with the speculative appraisal 
which Johnson made, but there 
is a much deeper issue. This 
inheres whether it is incum- 
bent on the constitutional head 
of state to add to his duties 
the role of tipster general. 
This remark is made in no 
partisan or frivolous spirit. 


Long time readers may re- 


call that this writer raised a 
similar point in the 1928-29 era 
when the usually meticulous 
Republican president, Calvin 
Coolidge, was asked during 
those roaring bull market days 
whether he thought brokers' 
loans were too high. He re- 
plied casually in flie negative. 
That at the time was a deli- 
cate subject, and was pivotal 
in the determination of wheth- 
er stock prices were soundly 
based.

Same Mistake 
! 


The late President Herbert 


C. Hoover repeated the mis- 
take of intervening during the 
critical days of the panic and 
the subsequent depression. He 
repeatedly issued speculative 
opinions and his erroneous 
theme song was that "prosper- 
ity is just around the corner." 


This weakened Hoover poli- 


tically and the payoff came 
in the 1932 elections w h e n 
he was opposed by Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt. FDR, who 
had been governor of N e w 
York, had not used up his 
prestige by making premature 
economic forecasts. Thus he 
had a decided psychological 
advantage. 


If for the sake of argument 


it is conceded that what Pres- 
ident Johnson recently said 
was restrained, moderate and 
factual, his appearance, nev- 
ertheless, sets a bad prece- 
dent. He has accustomed the 
public to expect guidance 
from him at future turning 
points. If at some future time 
the President in good consci- 
ence cannot be optimistic, then 
the commission of a reassur- 
ing statement would receive a 
pessimistic interpretation. 


There was in the President's 


remarks a key statement to 
the effect that "there is no 
reason to shout from t h e 
house-tops" that activity is 
to climb sharply during the 
second half of the year, but 
the o u t l o o k is for "good, 
steady progress." 


This goes to the heart of 


the matter, The market weak- 
ness was rendered possible by 
the lack of bids for stocks 
from institutional b u y e r s . 
While cash was to some ex- 
tent taken by offerings of new 
issues, there was also a pause 
to reappraise the ratio be- 
tween near-term expectations 
and the market valuations on 
blue chip stocks in the Dow 
Jones Averages.

In his speech to the diplo- 


matic corps which viewed the 
space film, Johnson said that, 
like the astronauts, it was 
time for the nations of t h e 
world to "take a walk to- 
gether toward peace on t h i s 
earth." 


We Are Proud 


He said that "we are proud" 


of what the astronauts did, 
but "pride is not what moti- 
vates us." Rather, he said, 
it is a desire to expand the 
human frontier. 


Johnson expressed awe at 


what the Technicolor f i l m 
showed 
as t h e astronauts 


whirled through space. He 
said he was "seldom accused 
of being at a loss for words," 
but that no words could ade- 
quately describe what he had 
seen.

Mosquito Control 
Said Successful 
Though Problems 


Community mosquito con- 


trol programs can be success- 
ful, but there are some prob- 
lems and pitfalls, according 
to Robert Roselle, University 
of Nebraska Extension ento- 
mologist. 


T h e s e programs usually 


consist of trying to control 
the adult mosquito with foz 
machines, mist blowers, and 
aircraft, he said. Bui com- 
munities should not overlook 
the sources of their trouble, 
he added. 


For most effective control, 


he said, breeding areas must 
be treated or cleaned up, oth- 
erwise it will be an endless 
job. 


While fog machines are ef- 


fective against the adults, the 
breeding places will repopu- 
late a town rapidly if not 
treated, Roselle explained. 


Mist blowers will deliver 


more material and larger 
droplets than will fog ma- 
chines, but there is a chance 
of injuring foliage within 75 
feet or so of the blower, Ro- 
selle said.
